With a Canadian census to take 
place next June and ambitions 
towns and cities striving tu mate 
as good a showing us possible, 
too close fieed cannot be paid to 
some of the experiences which 
have arisen in connection with 
the decennial counting of noses 
Just completed on the other side 
of ithe line, Discussing the frauds 
which have been shown to have 
‘taken place in ‘Tacoma, Portland, 
Seattle, Boise, and other citics, 
Census Director Durand made 
this statement the other day: 

“It is now universally recog- 


nized,” he said, “that the census 
of Omaha in 1890 was enormous- 


ly padded. It showned an appar- 
ent population, which » was pub- 
officially . correct, of 


“When in 1900 a correct enum- 


“eration was taken, it showed a 


population of 102,555, and the ap- 
parent great decrease in popula- 
tion gave Omaha a reputation of 
being.an unprosperous city. 

“Again, the census bureau only 
recently has announced the 191to 
population of St. Joseph, Mo. ‘The 
figure, 77,403, shows an apparent 
decrease of 24.8 per cent, as com- 
pesed with 102,799 reported in 
Koo. 

“It is naw not merely admitted 
but asserted, by the people of St. 
Joseph, that the population in 
1900 was padded in an extreme 
degree, and yet the apparent de- 
cline in population which goes be- 
fore 'the general public is bound 
to create an unfavorable impres- 
sion with regard to the prosperity | 
of the city.” 

‘Iere 1s no questioning the cor- 
rectnuss of this conclusion. ‘he 
chances are that the majority of 
those who were responsible for 
this padding ‘have long since 
shaken the dust of Omaha and St. 
Joseph off their feet. Their ob- 
ject was to. bring. about an in- 
lation of property values that 
was altogether unjustified by con- 
ditions. Having made their mon- 
ey out of it, they have departed 
for other ficlds of operation to 
play the same game over again, 
leaving those who have a real 
stake in the city to suffer the ill- 
effects of their “smartness.” We 
need boosters, but in all western 
cities many of those who so des- 
cribe themselves, do not possess a 
scrap of genuine civic patriotism. 
We are all tere to further our 
own interests. It is those who 
pursue mothods, in working out 
their object, that prejudices the 
future of the city, of whom the 
rest of the citizens must beware.

With the issue so clearly defin- 
ed, the result must have no little 
significance and will be watched 
for with interest throughout the 
whole Dominion.

It is not enough that he 
should have repudiated Mr. 
Monk's views. If he allows ad- 
vantage to acerue to his party 
through the propaganda which 
Mr. Monk is carrying on in Que- 
bec, he ttacitly gives his consent 
to it, while going to the other ¢x- 
treme in the rest of the Dominion. 
No party can ever hope to obtain 
power which cannot agree on a 
policy which, in its general ines 
at least, is the same throughout 
the whole country. ‘The failure 
of the Conservatives of the difer- 
ent provinces to get together en 
the big issues fully explains tneir 
inek of success during the Jast 
decade and a half.

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LAISING. CANARY BIRDS. 
(Fro mthe Jersey Journal.) 

Yorkshire, in England, will soon 
supplant’ the Hartz mountains in the 
production of canary birds. It has 
become the popular indoor industry 
ar.ong the weavers, and tthe extent t 
which it has spread during recent 
years seems almost incredible. 

In Bradford, the Union of Cage 
Bird Socicties thas thirty branches and 
1,200 members, over 1,000 being active- 
ly engaged in breeding. There are 
ether sections equally enthusiastic. A 
large export trade has been develop- 
ed mainly to ‘the States and to Aus- 
tralia, one dealer alone having export- 
ed 10,000 birds during the past year. 

The demand for canary seed has 
grown ‘to commercial proportions. 
The import from Argentina last year 
for the United Kingdom was 12,278,- 
484 pounds, and the principal supplies 
are secured from Spain and Turkey, 
but this item is merged with other 
grain in statistical reports, and is not 
separable.

‘A movement ‘has cbeew started in 
Genmany for the cultivation of anrbi- 
dexterit. The idea is that developing 
the power ito use both hands equally 
well means developing the inteHigence 
in general and the memory in particu- 
lar. 

It is said to have been scientifically 
ascertained that awhile whe right-hand- 
ed people have the orga of speech on 
the left side of the brain and vice ver- 
sa, people who are ambidexterous 
have two language centres, one in 
each lobe of ‘the brain. ‘The infant 
begins life avith two speech centres, 
but as the right hand ds generally 
trained and ithe deft neglected, the 
right speech centre gradually grows 
torpid and useless. 

The extraordinary claim is now 
made that by the cultivation of the 
left hand the capacity of the right 
revived and to that extent broaden 
speech centre of the brain ican be 
the intelligence, as amhidexterity in- 
creases the use of the human being's 
hand.
